The committee voted by 18 to nine, with one 
abstention (Nationalist China) for inclusion of 
| the item on the agenda. 


The Soviet proposal submitted by Mr Andrei 
Vyshinsky in the General Assembly yesterday 
called for unconditional prohibition of atomic 
weapons, including: the hydrogen bomb, and a 
system of international control. 
4 The proposal also called for a one-third reduction 
in the armed forces of the great powers and an inter- 
national conference to discuss disarmament of all 
states, as well as the dismantling of military bases on 
foreign territory. :
